S E O U L 
(Friday ) — Allied 
troops lost and then rewon T ri­ 
angle Hill Thu rsday in one of the 
most sav age Korean battles since 
the Commu nists began lau nching 
lim ited bu t powerfu l grou nd of­ 
fensiv es on the central front early 
in October, 
Driv en from the towering crest 
of the strategic hill mass after a 
night-long 
battle, 
the 
A l l i e s 
charged back u p the slopes and 
pou nded the Chinese back after 
two hou rs of hand to hand fight­ 
ing in a swirling rainstorm . 
Two Chinese battalions, 
em ­ 
ploy ing “hu m an sea” tactics, were 
chopped u p du ring their own as­ 
sau lt and du ring the fierce Allied 
cou nterattack to regain the hill. 
The Chinese seized the su mm it 
of Triangle Hill at 2 a.m., then 
pressed on sou th. Confu sed fight­ 
ing was in progress at the base of 
the Triangle in 
the 
pre-daw n 
darkness. 
Allied artillery fired in m ax i­ 
m u m concentration w ith ev ery ­ 
thing u p to eight-inch gu ns. 
It was the heav iest loss of ter­ 
ritory the Allies hav e su ffered in 
the 18 -day -old battle on the front 
north of Ku mhwa. 
The U.S. Sev enth Div ision had 
seized Triangle Hill Oct. 16. 
The Allies had held Triangle 
since, despite all the fu ry of Red 
cou nter attacks and v iolent artil­ 
lery barrages. 
Abou t 15 0 Chinese 
sim u ltane­ 
ou sly 
attacked 
Sniper 
Ridge, 
abou t a mile east of Triangle Hill, 
early Friday . 
There was no sign 
th a t this was a m ajor effort to 
take the ridge, howev er. 
Already the long battle had cost 
the Chinese 11,000 casu alties, bu t 
there was no sign of a letu p in 
th e sway ing stru ggle. 
Artillery fire from both sides 
w as intense.

Mother May Lose Rights To Custody 
Of Children Because Of Legal Snarl

A Madison , Wis., woman , whose 
three children have been placed 
for adoption in Ogallala, 
may 
lose her rights to custody of them 
sometime in November because of 
a con fused legal situation . 
The story started in April, 1951, 
when Mrs. Betty Colvin ’s hus­ 
ban d. Claren ce, deserted her tak­ 
in g their three children with him. 
Accordin g to a story in the Madi­ 
son , Wis., State Journ al, the child­ 
ren were aban don ed in August, 
19 51, in Ogallala. 
Mrs. Colvin did n ot learn of 
the aban don men t un til November. 
When she was n otified by Ogallala 
authorities that they were holdin g 
her children there. 
The father served n in e mon ths, 
from Jan uary , 1952, to September, 
1952, in the Nebraska State Re­ 
formatory for Men on the child 
aban don men t charge, r e c o r d .s 
there show. 
Leg a l Difficulties 
T-ogal en tan glemen ts began in 
November, 1951, an d are still in 
progress. 
Mrs. Colvin is an in ­ 
digen t an d her ca.se has been car­ 
ried on by the Madi.son Family 
Service an d Legal Aid. 
Recen tly , Mrs. Colvin was n oti­ 
fied, accordin g to the State Jour­ 
n al, that ope of her children had 
been placed for adoption . 
The three children . Dorothy , 4; 
Claren ce Jr., .3; an d Fred, 2; were 
fir.st taken care of by an Ogallala 
welfare agen cy an d were then 
placed in private homes. An Ogal­ 
lala couple n ow wi.shcs to adopt 
Fred an d a Gran t fan n er an d his 
wife have expressed a desire to 
adopt the other two children , ac­ 
cordin g to Keith Coun ty Judge 
W. 1. Tillin ghast.

When question ed by The Star,

“I

doubtful whether the custody of 
the three children will be restored 
to the n atural mother (Mrs. Col­ 
vin ) by this court.

If n ew eviden ce is in troduced 
by the mother at the time of the 
adoption hearin g, of course my 
rulin g would take that in to con ­ 
sideration .”

o f thd r prod ucts will probably 
average a little less in 195 3 than 
they are getting this y ear and 
they ’re going to find themselves 
in a bit tighter sq ueeze next 
y ear.
